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EXPERIMENTER'S SCRATCH SUBET 


Some Useful fact about audio transformers. 


Here is some information that wes recuested recently by one of our members, 
Fortunately I know an engineer at my plase of employment who did design 
work on’transformers at one tine,This engineer gave’me the answers we were 
seeking, We all know that the turns ratio is equal to the voltage step up or 
down ratio a transformer.sIf we have an unmarked or unknown transformer we 
may defermine its turns'ratio by using an avdio ogcilator and feed a signal 
into ome of the windings, By measuring with an A.C, voltmeter to voltages of 
both windings we may determine the turns ratio of the transformer, In audio 
transformers we are interested in the impedencé transfer rutio, This ratio 
is equal to the turns or voltage ratio squared, 


The big problem was usually how to find at what impedence the windings of 

the audio transformer will work best, For output and modulation transformers 
the proper impedencé will be aproximately twenty, times the D-. C. resistance of 
the winding, This D.C. resistance is very easy to measure with an Ohmmeter. 
However, a transformer will work at other impedences than that which it was 
designed for, But of course you will loese either low or high frequency 
responce depending on whether you operate above or below the prdéper impedence, 
If you operate the transformer at an impedence higher than normal the high 
frequency responce will be poor. And of course if you use the transformér at a 
lower than normal impedence, the lower frequency responce will be poor,
